Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Patillo requested a telephonic interview to clarify the 
rejection of claim 2, as part of the body of rejection was missing. Paragraph 2 in Page 3 of Office Action mailed on 
12/2/04 should read as follows: 

As for claim 2, Busey et al. teaches "detecting said advancenment token earned by caller by participating in a 
redemption of membership points during a prior call made before a current call by said caller positioned in a call 
queue", as may be read from the moving up in a queue or prioritize a customer's call based on customer's ranking - 
based on level of service. The limitation specifying "....during a prior call made before a current..." reads on, customer 
ranking according to level of service (e.g. whether the customer is a "gold," "platinum," overly-repetitive, etc. customer,) 
as taught by Busey et al. in Col. 12, lines 31-42. It would have being obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention that in order to achieve "gold" or "platinum" status the customer would have to achieve this 
ranking through previous calls made to the center. Further, "overly repetitive" (as per Busey) also teaches the limitation 
regarding that status is achieved during "prior calls before the current one...", as recited by Applicant. 
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
